Proof  coins,  branch  mints  1892-1934  unc.,  currency  and  commemoratives

Many  are  rising  from  month 
to  month  with  a number  "just  not  obtainable."  The  coir.s  most  in  demand  will 
have  the  greatest  number  of  bidders  and  with  the  law  of  supply  and  demand 
working,  these  coins  keep  setting  new  records.
